The order of the Gospel undoubtedly 
is, that persons should receive the gift of 
the Holy Ghost through the laying-on of 
hands after having been baptised for the 
remission of sins; but that does not in 
the least prohibit God from. bestowing 
that gift upon whom he pleases before 
baptism, or, indeed, whenever he pleases, 
or for whatever purpose he pleases. Itis 
a common eying among sectarians that

If so, then, why may not that Being who
